Notwithstanding tho unfortunate and 
nnirerBally regretted accident which has 
for tho nonoo deprived the head of the 
Ezecative of tbe nee of ono oi bis feet, 
timei Blill . paPBQs on. As Artomus 
..Ifarfl ,UMd|to say, 'That is a sort of 
way , Time bas about it ; it generally 
passes on/ The world' has not oeasod 
to revolve because the GOTemor has 
been laid on his baok. - Nor has tbe 
Governor oeased to work I Tbe session 
ot tbe Legislative Council is rapidly 
drawing near ; and it bohoovoa tlio 
people to 'set tlioir bouse in order.' 
The poopio iiro very apt to tliink that 
such a duty only devolves upon tho 
inombefs of the Legialalnre. This is a 
fatal error, dnder a more represeuta- 
tive form of adtninistrotion it bnoomos 
tbe people to give free and dirucL cx- 
presslcn to tbeir views and wants. Un- 
der tho hybrid form of government in 
IbicQ in this colony Hucb nn expression 
becomes still more nccossui y ; and that 
necessity derives intcnsiboi^tion riv)ui 
tho peculiar cirenmatariccs now existing. 
- It is ndmiltud on ail liunds that ilio up- 
proaching .so.ision i.s likely to provo ilio 
most iniportaiii ever held in tbe united 
colony, — that it will bo Called opon to 
dual with mutters upon which the future 
welfare ol the colony must largely de- 
pend. With tbe ezceptioii of two elect" 
oral districts, tbe various constituencies 
have not been called upon by nfrebli 
choice of representatives to decline 
their viowa upon the great questioo" of 
tbo day. With one single excepiiou, 
perhaps a fresh declaration of popular 
sentiment might bo considered unnecos- 
• sary. On tho Mainland there liim been 
a steady udhufiiun iu inc- groiit, p;;:;;-; 
nlcH : ami it, bas been soon that, UpOti 
tho (ic^iioion of tnu Governor's rooeui 
tour to tbe interior, fresh aasurancc bus 
been given liiuii popular svni'.sicr.t do;:.", 
not waver. There is a uniied aiiu 
uricquivocal demand fi)r Confedcrtttiun 
and those Mierul insiitutions cvor asso- 
ciatod with it— in.'iatutious witho.ii 
which Confederation would not be ac- 
ceptable to the great body of the people. 
With, this, the principal community in 
tho colony, the ciise is, however, Bonio- 
what different. Pnb'ic opinion here 
may bo presumed to h£.vc undergone 
coaaideruble change since tbo last elec- 
tion upon more than one important 
question. It would be idle to deny 
that this community recorded its ver- 
dict against immediate Confederation at 
tho polls a year ago. However sus- 
ceptible of modificfaion that vcrdici 
may be, in view ot alien votes unJ 
T)ersonal likes and dislikes, blili be would 
be a bold man who would seek to re' 
verse the verdict. But it must bo ad- 
mitted that great changes bawe tokco 
place since that verdict was rendered. 
The boundary of the Dominion bus 
been extended to tbe Rocky Mountains. 
Jler Majesty's Government has avowed 
its desire that British Columbia should 
.at an early day fortn a part of that 
Dominion ; and an able and e^:pell•^ 
enced Governor bus been sent uui 
specially charged with cor:ducting liic 
necessary negotiati na. With the con- 
viction that this change will taUo place 
at an early day, all do^iro to oiTer u 
laotious aud futile oppositiun has uis- 
appcared^ or lingers only in a few suh- 
tary instances where the 'bump' oi lirm- 
ness bas outgrown certain other orgcns. 
With Confederation cornea other ques- 
tions ot vital importance to ibis^oom- 
munity, aucb as free port, ocean mail 
Service, immigration, all presi niing theni^ 
ijlves in an entirely low pbu^c- u' 0. - 
in.rative!'- demundioi; nnblic u'taniion. 
'u::dor altered'' circumatcnces it 

Kuulil iippeur necessary that there 
ehoald bo at! opp'Ttncily afforded, for 
tho eleeiors of Vicioriu to reconsider 
their verdic*. Now, wo have no inicn- 
lion whatever ot Bu-igcsting that a now 
election should take |>hvco liore. There 
is not the shf'htest n' ces-iiy for anj- 
tliing oi i.iJ kinU. it is -•.■-i.i eu v lj 
doubtful wbotlior a now election would 
re ult in placing men any belter quali- 
fied than tho present rnenibors in ilie 
Legislative Council. 1'- is hiyhly pro- 
bable that it would result in contirmmi: 
these same gentlemen in liieir seau.. 
But it will readily ho perceived that it 
is most necessary amJ important that 
tbo constituency should give a distinct 
expiessioa of its views upon the great 
issues of the day, viewed in the light ot 
changed circurastanoos. Without this 
the represciUiilivc members tor tbis city 
will go to their legislative duties under 
;;ront cmbarrussmeni, and tbe_ people 
will have no right to complain if their 
views and wishes :uo not [troporly re- 
presented. The two city mombois, 
iqually with Uicir constiiuontH, should 
desire that before tlie liouse opens meet- 
ings should bo held with a view to oli« 
citing ftii expression of public sentiment 
upon those questions likely to form the 
sabjeotoi logialative action during tho 
approaching session, 'fheso questions 
have been already toh rably well vonli" 
lateJ thiougb the press, anil lins would 
appear to be (iltiiig time for the eleet- 
ors of this constituency to render u 
final verdict. It migntj perhaps, be 
desirable that tbo electors of tbe Na- 
naimo district should also give I'ornml 
expression to their views. Wo boli ve 
C'unteileraiion was not made an is-iio 
•with them at the lu^l olectiou; and, iui 
usmuch as ihcy have a direct and deop 
iiiiorest in a ebanga which willbiing 
with it the key to tbo -Golden Gate' of 
California, and thorobj give free admis-
